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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed 02/17/2010 has not been entered because it raises 
new issues that require further search and consideration. 

With regard to claims 29 and 37, the new issues that require further search and 
consideration are the fact that the limitations of claims 34 and 44 are being imported 
into independent claims 29 and 37, respectively. This means that other dependent 
claims will now have to be considered in combination with the limitations imported into 
claims 29 and 37, which represent a new search and consideration. 

With specific regard to claim 29, the limitations "the image sheet with the 
transparent laminate sheet being cut according to the contours of the printed image" are 
a new search and consideration. 

With regard to independent claim 38, the limitations "wherein said image sheet 
further comprises a transparent laminate sheet overlaying the printed image, the image 
sheet and transparent laminate sheet being cut to the contours of the printed image" 
represent a new search and consideration. 

The Examiner notes that if this amendment was entered it would overcome the 
objections to claims 29 and 37, the rejection of claims 37, 39-42, and 44 under 35 USC 
112, first paragraph, and the rejection of claims 29-44 under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph set forth in the Office action mailed 10/13/2009. 
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The objection of claim 38 is not withdrawn because the relevant limitations on the 
fourth and fifth lines of the claim are now "having the on said first side of said image 
sheet" which remains objected to grammatically. If applicants change the claim to recite 
the limitations: "having the printed image on said first side of said image sheet," the 
objection will be withdrawn. 

Applicants argue that the fact that the inserts of Errichiello are molded and not 
individual image sheets "cut according to contours of the printed image" is a process 
step that leads to a distinct product. 

With regard to claims 29 and 38, this limitation is a new search and 
consideration. 

With regard to claim 37, the Examiner has set forth a prima facie case that 
despite the method step of "cut according to contours of the printed image," the 
resultant article will have the same structural characteristics. Applicants have not 
provided any evidence to show a structural difference, and therefore the Examiner 
maintains that the inserts 32 and 34 of Errichiello read on applicants' image sheet "cut 
according to contours of the printed image."
